EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. Accordingly, the 
amendment after Final Office Action received on 23 March 2004 has been entered. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 5-8, 32-35, 
125 and 128-132: the prior art does not disclose or suggest a target system for use with a position 
determination system in determining the location of a position on a vehicle including a point 
defmer extending from a target body and including a point, the point definer further including

one or more joints that enable the point to be positioned at a different location relative to the 
target body and in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 1 1-12, 26, 
38-39, 53 and 134-135: the prior art does not disclose or suggest a target system for use with a 
position determination system in determining the location of a position on a vehicle including a 
trigger for operating the detection of the target system by the position determination system, the 
trigger operating the position determination system by selectively changing the detection of one 
or more target elements and in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claim 151: the 
prior art does not disclose or suggest a position determination system for determining the 
location of a position on an object including first determination means determining the location 
of a target body based on each of the at least three sets of the elemental information to obtain at 
least three sets of location information and a second determination means determining the 
location of a point, of a point definer, with respect to the target body based on the at least three 
sets of the location information and in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
